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answered in the affirmative. The volumes already published give us a 
wealth of first hand information as to important movements in juristic 
thought throughout the world. They make possible a course in jurispru- 
dence that will be something more than mere didactic lectures on the subject. 
We now have the necessary supplementary reading that can be placed in 
the hands of students by which an approach may be made to at least a 
"source book" if not a "case book" method of instruction. It is to be hoped 
that some competent hand may soon produce a single volume made up of 
selections from this series and elsewhere which will enable us to put into 
the hands of each student the material for a study at first hand of our 
sources of jurisprudence. 
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
